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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  fiftieth  Annual  Report  of  the 
School  Medical  Service  in  the  County. 

The  health  of  the  school  population  has  been  satisfactory  during 
1963  but  there  are  some  things  to  which  I would  draw  your  attention. 

i I 

Consumption  of  milk  in  schools 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  93%  of  children  in  primary  schools 
take  their  daily  one-third  of  a pint  of  milk  but  the  figure  of  56%  in  the 
secondary  schools  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory.  There  is  no 
question  that  the  general  standard  of  nutrition  of  children  has  risen 
in  the  post-war  years  but  the  children  in  the  secondary  schools  would 
derive  considerable  benefit  in  taking  the  daily  one -third  of  a pint  of 
milk.  The  prime  reasons  for  refusing  milk  when  in  the  secondarv 
schools  are:  firstly,  that  drinking  the  daily  milk  is  “childish”  and  is 
something  that  should  be  left  behind  at  the  primary  school;  secondlv, 
adolescent  girls  tend  to  become  very  “figure  conscious”  and  regard 
milk  as  fattening  and  therefore  refrain. 

Tuberculosis 

I have  commented  at  some  length  on  tuberculosis  in  my  Annual 
Report  as  County  Medical  Officer  but  would  mention  here  that  the 
value  and  benefit  of  serial  multiple  puncture  testing  of  school  children 
from  school  entrance  has  once  again  been  shown.  Results  in  one 
particular  village  were  essential  bits  of  evidence  in  an  “epidemiolo- 
gical whodunnit.” 


The  department  as  a whole,  and  the  school  health  service  in 
particular,  suffered  a great  loss  in  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Maldwvn 
Jones,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  School  Medical  Section.  His  knowledge 
and  experience  of  this  particular  section  had  proved  invaluable  and 
over  the  years  he  had  been  largely  responsible  for  compiling  the 
statistics  upon  which  this  annual  report  is  based.  He  has  been 
greatly  missed  in  the  department,  in  the  Shire  Hall,  and  the  community 
at  large.  , 

I welcome  to  the  department  his  successor,  Mr.  Gwilym  Jones, 
who  was  previously  in  the  employ  of  the  Countv  Council  in  the 
Smallholdings  Department. 


Staff 
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During  the  year  the  department  suffered  a further  loss  in  the 
sudden  death  of  Mrs.  E.  M.  Tamblyn,  the  physiotherapist,  and  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  replace  her  on  a full-time  basis.  Mrs. 
Tamblyn  has  given  excellent  service  to  the  children  of  this  county 
under  the  guidance  of  the  consulting  orthopaedic  surgeon.  Mrs. 
Tamblyn  also  has  been,  and  is,  greatly  missed. 

In  February,  Mrs.  I.  Morrish,  speech  therapist,  left  the  county 
as  her  husband  had  been  posted  to  Gibraltar  and  for  the  remainder  of 
1963  we  were  without  the  services  of  a speech  therapist,  despite 
repeated  advertisement.  In  the  medical  ancillary  field  there  was, 
however,  one  bright  point  in  that  we  were  able  to  obtain  the  services 
of  an  orthoptist  after  some  years  without  one  and  I welcome,  both 
as  an  individual  and  because  of  the  services  she  renders,  Mrs.  S.  M. 
Guppy. 

During  the  year  also  Mr.  H.  Levison,  the  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer,  left  the  department  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  O.  C. 
Jenkins,  who  had  previously  been  a principal  school  dental  officer  to 
this  authority.  During  1963  also,  Mr.  Elwyn  Jones  retired  after  30 
years  service  to  this  authority  as  a school  dental  surgeon  and  despite 
repeated  advertisement,  had  not  been  replaced  by  the  time  of  writing 
of  this  report.  It  is  hoped  that  after  his  considerable  service  to  the 
children  of  Anglesey,  Mr.  Jones  will  enjoy  a long  and  happy  retirement. 

Personal 

I am  indebted  to  the  many  consultants  listed  in  this  volume  for 
their  continuing  help  and  guidance  during  the  year.  I would  also 
like  to  thank  the  superintendent  nursing  officer,  her  deputy  and  the 
school  nurses  for  their  very  loyal  and  efficient  service,  officers  of  other 
departments  for  their  co-operation  and  my  professional  colleagues  and 
office  staff  for  their  excellent  work  and  help  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report.  In  particular,  I would  like  to  thank  Miss  O.  Edwards  for  the 
additional  work  and  responsibility  she  undertook  in  the  school  health 
department  following  the  demise  of  Mr.  Maldwyn  Jones,  and  up  to 
and  including  the  initiation  of  his  successor. 

Finally,  I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  and  thanks  to  you,  and 
particularly  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Welfare 
Committee,  for  your  interest,  help  and  guidance  in  the  work  during 
1963.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

The  school  population  on  the  23rd  January,  1964,  was  : 


Primary  Schools 5,095 

Secondary  Schools 4,044

The  average  attendance  in  the  primary  schools  during  the  school 
year  ended  July  1963  was  91.3  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  89.9  per 
cent,  in  1962.  In  the  secondary  schools  the  average  attendance  was 
89.9  per  cent,  compared  with  88.3  per  cent,  in  1962. 

In  the  Day  Special  School  for  educationally  sub-normal  pupils 
the  average  attendance  was  90.7  per  cent,  as  compared  with  89.5  in 
1962. 

The  work  of  medical  inspection  is  detailed  in  tables  at  the  end  of 
this  report.  The  statistics  reflect  a satisfactory  state  of  health  among 
the  school  population. 

During  1963  there  were  five  deaths  of  children  in  the  age  group 


5-15  years. 

The  causes  of  death  were  : 

Leukaemia  1 

Motor  Vehicle  accidents  2 

Other  accidents  2 


Of  particular  concern  are  the  two  deaths  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents  and  the  two  other  accidental  deaths.  These  latter  two 
deaths  were  : a girl  aged  9 who  fell  downstairs  and  died  of  a fractured 
skull,  and  a boy  aged  13  who  drowned  whilst  going  to  the  rescue  of 
another  boy. 

Details  of  notifiable  diseases  for  the  year  are  appended,  showing 
the  total  occurring  at  all  ages  and  the  number  among  children  of 
school  age.  The  table  includes  cases  diagnosed  in  Caernarvonshire 
hospitals  and  therefore  notifiable  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  district  in  which  the  hospital  is  situate.

Apart  from  measles,  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  again 
very  low  throughout  the  year.  There  was  a rise  in  the  incidence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Dysentery  as  compared  with  1962. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Part  II  Tables  A & B on  pages  21  and  22 
the  commonest  defects  discovered  at  routine  medical  inspection  are 
defects  of  vision,  including  squint  and  defects  of  the  nose  and  throat. 

Minor  orthopaedic  departures  from  the  normal  foot  and  postural 
defects  are  frequently  noted,  but  the  severe  crippling  defect  is  happily 
not  often  seen.  A few  cases  only  of  the  infectious  skin  diseases, 
scabies,  impetigo  and  ringworm  were  discovered. 

GENERAL  CONDITION  AND  NUTRITION 

The  data  relating  to  general  condition  and  nutrition  (to  be  found 
in  Part  I Table  A on  page  19)  have  been  expressed  as  percentages  in 
the  following  table.

The  figures  in  brackets  are  the  findings  in  1962. 
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The  percentage  of  children  found  to  have  unsatisfactory  general 
condition  has  remained  more  or  less  constant  in  recent  years. 

The  interpretation  of  these  figures  is  not  straightforward,  espec- 
ially as  the  classification  is  a purely  subjective  one,  and  medical  officers 
vary  in  the  standard  they  adopt.  It  would  be  fair  to  say,  however, 
that  frank  malnutrition  is  rarely  encountered. 

The  Milk  in  Schools  scheme  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily. 
Every  school  is  supplied  with  pasteurised  milk  in  one-third  pint 
bottles. 

Over  93  per  cent,  of  the  primary  school  children  take  milk,  but 
only  about  56  per  cent,  of  those  in  the  secondary  schools  do  so. 

The  average  number  of  meals  served  by  the  School  Meals  Service 
each  school  day  was  7,281  which  represents  79  per  cent,  of  the  school 
population. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  :

Preventive  Measures. : . 

Hitherto  we  have  used  in  the  main  two  weapons  against  child- 
hood tuberculosis — mass  radiography  and  B.C.G.  vaccination.  Mass 
radiography  helps  to  protect  school  children  by  detecting  early  cases 
of  the  disease  among  the  adults  who  work  in  schools  as  teachers, 
cleaners  and  canteen  staffs.  But  we  have  also  used  mass  radiography 
in  recent  years  as  a routine  method  of  detecting  early  tuberculosis 
among  adolescent  school  children.  From  1955  to  1958  each  sec- 
ondary school  was  visited  annually  and  children  over  the  age  of  14 
years  were  examined  by  this  means.  During  the  four  years  5,331 
such  examinations  were  made  and  these  resulted  in  the  discovery  of 
5 new  cases  of  the  disease  among  adolescents.  There  is  a third  way 
in  which  we  have  been  using  mass  radiography  as  an  adjunct  in  our 
preventive  programme.  As  a preliminary  to  B.C.G.  vaccination 
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children  aged  between  13  and  16  years  are  given  a tuberculin  skin 
test.  Those  that  react  to  this  test  may  do  so  because  they  are  at  the 
time  suffering  from  the  disease  or  alternatively  the  positive  reaction 
may  be  nothing  more  than  the  last  remaining  evidence  of  an  infection 
with  the  germ  of  tuberculosis  acquired  at  some  time  in  the  past  and 
long  since  overcome.  A chest  X-ray  will  detect  current  disease  so 
that  it  can  be  treated.  We  found  it  a great  convenience  and  a means 
of  rapidly  allaying  the  natural  anxiety  of  the  parents  of  the  child 
with  a positive  reaction,  if  our  tuberculin  testing  and  vaccination 
programme  were  arranged  to  coincide  with  the  annual  visits  of  the 
Mass  Mobile  Radiography  Unit. 

In  1959  there  was  a change  of  policy  resulting  from  the  Adrian 
Committee  Report  as  this  advised  that  mass  radiography  should  not 
be  used  when  an  X-ray  examination  of  a child’s  chest  was  needed. 
Following  on  this,  special  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Chest 
Clinic  for  full-plate  films  to  be  taken  of  positive  reactors.  However, 
it  was  realised  some  three  years  ago  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Adrian  Committee  were  in  some  instances  too  stringent.  At  present 
weak  positive  reactors  now  go  to  Mass  X-ray  and  the  strong  positive 
reactors  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  full-plate  X-ray  films  of  the  chest. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

In  the  county  secondary  schools  there  were  793  children  aged 
between  13  and  14  years  on  roll. 

Vaccination  was  also  offered  to  369  other  children  who  had  been 
absent  or  who  had  otherwise  missed  the  opportunity  for  this  on 
previous  visits. 

In  the  case  of  68  children  the  tuberculin  state  was  already  known 
as  the  result  of  our  contact  tracing  procedure. 

Notified  in  the  past  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  ...  5 

Had  already  had  B.C.G.  as  contacts  63 

Forms  of  consent  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  remaining  1,094 
children  and  were  duly  returned  for  553  children,  but  some  of  these 
were  absent  when  the  testing  was  done  or  when  the  tests  came  to  be 
read.  Results  were  thus  available  for  489  of  whom  66  (or  13.5  per 
cent.)  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors,  10  of  whom,  on  enquiry, 
had  had  B.C.G.  vaccination  elsewhere.  The  remainder— 423— were 
vaccinated. 

In  addition  49  cadets  of  H.M.S.  Conway  were  tested,  15  were 
positive  reactors,  of  whom  2 had  already  been  given  B.C.G.  The 
remaining  34  were  vaccinated. 
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69  positive  reactors  (56  school  children  and  13  cadets)  were 
examined  by  chest  X-ray  and  where  necessary  by  the  chest  physician. 
There  were  happily,  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  this  group,  but  1 
case  was  kept  under  observation  by  the  Chest  Physician. 


Tuberculin  Testing  of  School  Entrants 

In  the  autumn  term  of  1957  a start  was  made  with  the  routine 
testing  of  school  entrants.  The  test  used  was  the  Multiple  Puncture 
Test  which  was  applied  by  the  nursing  staff.  This  procedure  serves 
several  purposes  : 

(a)  It  enables  us  to  discover  those  children  who  are  likely  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  ; 

(b)  it  enables  us  to  gauge  the  “pressure  of  infection”  from  the 
tuberculin  level  at  a given  age  ; 

(c)  if  repeated  annually  it  enables  us  to  note  when  a child  “con- 
verts” from  being  tuberculin  negative  to  being  tuberculin 
positive  and  thus  to  watch  the  child  during  this  critical 
period  ; 

(d)  the  finding  of  a positive  reaction  in  a young  child  should  help 
in  tracing  undiscovered  sources  of  infection  in  the  community. 
The  “conversion”  of  a child  should  be  even  more  helpful. 

There  were  824  new  entrants  to  school  during  the  year  and  for 
704  of  these  parental  consent  was  given  to  the  test  being  done.  Of 
this  number  75  (or  10.7  per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors. 
This  group  of  75  positive  reactors  included  71  who  had  had  B.C.G. 
vaccination  as  contacts  to  known  cases.  The  remaining  4 cases 
were  X-rayed  and  are  being  kept  under  observation  by  the  Chest 
Physician. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  work  done  by  school  nurses  in  the  prevention  of  infestation 
with  vermin  deserves  high  praise.  The  nurses  made  37,890  inspec- 
tions, which  is  equivalent  to  every  child  being  examined  on  the 
average  every  three  months  during  the  year.  The  number  found  to 
be  verminous  was  93,  or  just  over  1 per  cent,  of  the  school  population. 
The  figures  for  the  past  few  years  are  as  follows  : 1959,  90  cases  ; 
1960,  79  cases  ; 1961,  55  cases  ; 1962,  91  cases. 

The  tables  printed  below  give  some  indication  of  the  volume  of 
work  done  by  the  school  nurse/health  visitors.

The  school  nurses  still  attend  to  minor  ailments  when  required 
and  the  majority  of  the  cases  noted  in  Table  G of  the  Treatment 
Tables  (Part  III,  page  23)  were  in  fact  seen  by  the  nurses.  These 
include  the  abrasions,  bruises,  cuts,  stings  and  similar  happenings  of 
school  life  which  call  for  sympathetic  attention.  We  are  fortunate 
in  that  impetigo,  ringworm  and  scabies  are  still  being  encountered 
but  rarely.

Breathing  exercises,  etc.,  have  also  been  given  in  the  five  clinics 
to  26  cases  referred  by  hospitals. 

During  the  year  306  attendances  were  made  by  185  individual 
children  at  the  11  Orthopaedic  Clinic  sessions  held  at  Holyhead  and 
Llangefni,  an  average  attendance  of  28  per  session. 


DEFECTIVE  EYESIGHT  AND  SQUINT 

The  Ophthalmic  service  for  school  children  is  provided  through 
the  hospital  authorities.  The  number  of  refraction  sessions  held 
during  the  year  was  69  as  compared  with  66  in  1962.  The  number  of 
children  seen  was  1,022  (954  in  1962).  The  waiting  period  for  appoint- 
ments at  the  end  of  the  year  was  about  eight  weeks. 

The  number  of  cases  of  school  children  operated  upon — at  the 
Caernarvon  Eye  and  Cottage  Hospital  — was  6 compared  with  17  in 
1962. 

Prescriptions  for  glasses  were  issued  at  the  clinics  to  861  children. 

The  school  nurses  continued  to  test  the  eyesight  of  7 year-old 
children  and  to  refer  doubtful  cases  for  the  opinion  of  the  school 
doctor.  This  form  of  screening  can  be  valuable  in  detecting  defective 
vision  at  an  early  stage.  During  the  year  514  children  were  tested  by 
the  nurses  and  56  referred  for  further  examination.  In  addition  the 
school  nurses  test  the  corrected  vision  of  children  wearing  glasses  and 
if  in  doubt  about  the  suitability  of  the  spectacles  refer  the  case  for 
further  examination.  During  1963  they  examined  317  such  children 
and  referred  68  to  see  the  school  doctor. 


Orthoptic  Treatment : 

Orthoptic  clinics  are  normally  held  at  Bangor  and  Holyhead.  The 
orthoptist  is  employed  by  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  Hospital 
Management  Committee  and  we  are  now  in  the  extremely  fortunate 
position  of  having  an  orthoptist  in  this  area  since  February,  1963.

DISEASES  OF  THE  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT 

All  consultations  and  operations  for  conditions  of  the  ear,  nose 
and  throat  are  held  at  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  Hospital,  Bangor. 

These  are  among  the  commonest  causes  of  ill-health  among 
children,  and  during  1963  102  cases  were  referred  for  a specialist 
opinion  and  65  cases  were  operated  upon,  mostly  for  the  removal  of 
tonsils  and/or  adenoids.

A considerable  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  medical  staff  is 
devoted  to  the  individual  assessment  of  children  reported  by  the 
schools  because  of  suspected  backwardness.  During  1963  38  such 
reports  (on  Form  3 H.P.)  were  received,  whilst  6 others  received 
towards  the  end  of  the  previous  year  were  also  brought  forward  ; 37 
were  referred  for  examination.  The  remainder  — 7 were  not  so 
referred  for  a variety  of  reasons  (to  be  kept  under  observation,  because 
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of  their  age,  left  the  country,  etc.).  The  number  examined  during 
the  year  was  29  of  whom  26  were  recommended  some  form  of  special 
educational  treatment,  and  three  were  reported  upon  as  being  un- 
suitable for  education  at  school. 

All  children  suspected  of  being  educationally  backward  are 
audiometrically  tested  in  order  to  eliminate  deafness  as  a cause  of  the 
backwardness.  Those  who  pass  the  audiometer  test  are  then  referred 
for  individual  assessment.  28  children  were  examined  during  the 
year. 

The  number  of  children  ascertained  as  being  handicapped  by 
reason  of  speech  defect  is  13.  No  doubt  there  are  several  more  such 
children  who  would  be  brought  to  notice  were  facilities  for  treatment 
easily  available.

Defective  Hearing : 

There  were  4 deaf  pupils  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  47  partially  hearing. 

Four  children  were  examined  by  Professor  Sir  Alexander  Ewino- 
at  Bangor,  but  in  no  case  was  a hearing  aid  recommended. 

Rboscoljm  Day  Special  School : 

This  junior  day  special  school  continued  to  function  satisfactorily 
™ng  ^63-  There  were  33  children  on  the  roll  at  31st  December, 
1963.  There  can  be  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  anyone  who  has 
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watched  these  children  that  the  school  is  doing  excellent  work.  The 
children  are  obviously  happy  there,  they  are  more  alert  and  take 
greater  pride  in  their  person  and  clothing  than  was  the  case  when 
they  attended  ordinary  schools.  The  staff  are  succeeding,  too,  in 
the,  more  limited  academic  sense  and  several  children  have  “caught 
up”  to  a surprising  degree  with  basic  arithmetic  and  language. 


Speech  Therapy  : 

48  children  received  treatment  during  the  only  month  (January; 
of  the  year  a Speech  Therapist  was  available. 


Child  Guidance  : 

During  the  year  1 boy  was  admitted  to  the  Residential  Clinic 
for  the  treatment  of  emotionally  disturbed  children  which  is  admini- 
stered by  the  Child  Guidance  Service. 

Children  showing  evidence  of  being  emotionally  disturbed  are 
referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  which  are  held  in  Bangor  and 
Holyhead  under  the  direction  of  the  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist.

DENTAL  SERVICE 

Mr.  O.  C.  Jenkins  reports  as  follows  : — 

“The  year  1963  saw  several  changes  in  the  Dental  staff.  Mr.  H. 
Levison  resigned  to  take  up  a joint  appointment  in  Staffordshire,  and 
I returned  to  my  previous  appointment  with  this  Authority. 

Early  in  the  year  Mr.  Elwyn  Jones  was  taken  ill  and  has  since 
been  obliged,  through  ill  health,  to  give  up  his  appointment.  It  is 
interesting  to  recall  that  Mr.  Jones  was  appointed  by  this  Authority 
in  1932,  when  he  succeeded  Anglesey’s  original  dental  officer  who  had 
been  here  for  the  previous  ten  years.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  Mr. 
Jones’  health  has  shown  some  improvement  lately. 

During  the  Autumn  term,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Oral 
Hygiene  Service,  we  were  able  to  show  some  high  quality  coloured 
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talking  films  to  about  half  of  the  schools.  It  was  our  original  in- 
tention to  show  these  films  from  a motor  film  unit,  unfortunately,  at  the 
last  moment,  due  to  an  accident  to  the  unit;  it  was  unable  to  come  to 
Anglesey.  1 would  like  here  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Wyn  Jones, 
the  Youth  Service  Officer,  and  the  many  schoolmasters  and 
schoolmistresses  who  helped  us  to  have  improvised  shows  without 
the  unit.  A great  deal  was  learned  by  the  children,  the  staffs  and  the 
operators  from  them. 

To  see  a child  coming  into  the  dental  surgery  for  treatment 
sucking  a sweet  is  still  not  unusual,  and  the  need  for  regular  teaching 
of  oral  health  must  be  stressed.  I would  like  to  see  a dental  hygienist 
employed  to  teach  Oral  Hygiene  in  the  schools. 

I wish  to  thank  all  the  teaching  staff  in  the  schools  for  their 
co-operation  and  help  in  making  the  school  dental  service  work 
more  easily.”
